“After all,” Herr Generakdirek- 
tor’ Mueser was saying, with bn 
air of great authority and, carnest-

“Without being tolerated by the 
Western Allies Hitler could never 
have come to power. We Ger- 
mans were only, the Nazis’ vic- 
tims.” 

It took me-qulte a long time to 
convince Herr Muesser thot not 
onty had Mr, -Winston Churchill 
never made such a remark but he 
had never-scen Hitler In his life. 

Now Herr Mueser fs by all nor- 
mal standards a highly Intelligent 
ond gifted man. A brilliant law- 
yer, he is gencral manager of the 
Bochumer Vereln, ‘the huge Ger- 
man steelworks with which the 
British authorities have been in 
sharp conflict over the dismant- 
lng problem, 

His remork is the sort of thing 
that Is sald over and over again 
by Germans os they slowly bulld 

up the latter-day counterpart of 
the post 1914-18 legend that the 
Germans are a peace-loving, mls- 
judged, harmless people, imposed 
‘upon by a serles of vicious rulers. 


Fertile Soil 


The Germans ore guiltless in u 
wicked world. Did they not suffer 
jin a war like the Britlsh and 
French? 

And on the fertilo soit of this 
mass amnesia hendy hothouse 
growths ore ripening.’ 

Nipping thelr growth come the 
sharp frosts caused by the de- 
layed Implementation in practice 
of the decisions taken last sum- 

er at the London,conference of 
the Western Allies. 

The terms of the Ruhr Statute, 
placing Germany's huge indus- 
trlal complex under control and 
tutelage for many years to come, 
brought the Germons- up short 
and caused a how! of protest. 

Vainly they seck to turn to their 
own advantage the purely tech- 
nocratic recommendations of ‘the 
Marshall Plan's Humphreys Com- 
mittee to reduce the number of 
plants to be dismantled, 


Economic Power 

Their power at the moment ts 
litle more than cconomic, But 
they do know that Europe cannot 
do without the Ruhr and that no 
ane can’ do anything about the 
Ruhr being in Germany. The 
coal is there under the carth, the 
railways and canals cannot (be 
razed, and the rivers cannot he 
diverted, 

Directives have gone out to 
play on the new wave of natlon- 
alism: “Germuny. first and Com- 
munism — second.” “The Ruhr 
Statute {san insult to Germur 
sovereignty,” “German * unity is 
the primary consideration.” 
---There-are-good- indications what 
the nadir of the party's influegee 
is past. The Communists badly 
miscalculated the popular reaction 
to the policy of free cconomy s0 
strongly upheld by the German 
Economic Council in Frankfort,

Far off to the Right the Nazi- 
minded industrialists, whom our 
failure to effect any significant 
change in the German social 
structure has left expectantly on 
the sidelines, await the moment 
to throw ,thelr weight in.

Those of us in the Far East 
read with almost as much 
concentration as 
citizens of the West the pub- 
lished text yesterday of the 
Atlantic Pact. By this in- 
strument, seven nations an-

ears. The usual frustration 
of international conferences 
has been overcome in face of 
the permeating menace from 
Moscow, which is all very 
gratifying. 

There is, of course, another 
side. Nobody believes that 
Russia—the only obvious 
enemy—is going to take this 
lying down. The Cominform, 
whose activities are by means 
limited to the countries who 
are overtly members, will a}- 
most certainly alert its fifth 
columns in all the signatory 
nations, as well as others wha 
have been invited to join. 
The familiar unscrupulous 
tactics, ranging from foment- 
ed strikes to the semi-civil 
war tried ‘since the war in 
France and Italy, can be ex- 
pected.-everything short of 
the world war for whitch the 
Kremlin is preparing but fer 
which the time is not yet ripe 

Knowledgeable Western ob- 
servers admit that the power 
caucus in America approved 
the Atlantic Pact, just as‘the 
Soviet propaganda machine 
has accused, to further their 
own “capitalist imperialist” 
expansion ideas, but their 
support was only subsidiary. 
The great mass of the peoples 
agreed to its formatioh, in 


‘sheer self defence, in fear of 
Russia, although that power. 


prefers to work by burrowing 
from within, and creating ‘a 
hidden dry rot of treason 
against which guns and pacts 
are of no avail. 

This assoriation of peoples 
is not nearly so danverous a 
striking force—except, per-. 
haps-in the long run—as the 
belt of conquered countrics 
Russia has thrown up against 
her frontiers from the Baltic 
to the Mediterranean, and 
further, it plans no aggression 
against unyone. .

About the same time the Chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee of the House of Represen- 
tatives introduced a Bill provid- 
ing authority to continue the pre- 
sent China reef programme until 
the end of 1949. This Is a less 
‘ambitious project. inasmuch as it 
js undogstood “that only some 
US$ 56,000,000 of the sum. origin- 
ally earmarked for China remains 
unexpended. : 

The State Department has Ieft 
Congress under no illusions re- 
garding its opposition to commit- 
ting the American Government to 
further expenditure for:‘economic 
and military ald during the pre- 
sent “fluid” state of the civil war 
in China. . . 

Mr. Dean Acheson ts unlikely 
to modify his views as a result 
of Senator McCarran’s hare- 
brained proposal. That it should 
have recelved the support of 50 
Senators can only be regarded as 
evidence of the appalling Ignor- 
ance of U.S. legislators regarding 
conditions in China. 


Economic And 
Military Assistance 


1g my memory serves me aright, 


the American “Government and 
taxpayers, up to the middle of 
1947, had spent not less than 
US$2,000,000,000 on economic and 
military assistance to China. 
This Included military equipment 
and aircraft, foodstuffs and medi- 
cal supplies, raw materials, in- 
dystrial equipment, grants for 
educational and other , {nstitutions 
‘and mony other. items, some being 
outright gifts, some provided by 
America’s substantlal contribu- 
tions to UNRRA, and some fold 
to the \ Chinese Government 
(mostly on credit) at a fraction 
of thelr market value. 

What has-been the result? 
Practically ali this money (and 
what St represented). including 


-Jarge additional grants since 1947, 


have gone down the draint Scan- 
dal after scandal was unearthed 
In connection with the handling 
of UNRRA supplics, and of raw 
materials and Jndustrial cquip- 
ment Intended to assist in China’s 
rehabilitation. 

And far from American ald 
earning any appreciation or good- 
will, the effect has been exactly 
‘the opposite. One need only re- 
call the scandalous activities of 
the students of St. John's Univer- 
ality ot “Shanghai (a unfversity. 
founded, equipped, and largely 
maintained and staffed by Ameri- 
can Christian communitics) a few 
“months” ago, if one ‘Teally-needs 
evidence of base ingratitude.

Owing to financial stringency, 
the British Empire has not been 
able—éven had it been willlng— 
to compete with America in 
financial and -material assistance 
to’ China, It pald its share—a 
substantial one—of UNRRA as- 
alstance, It sought to ossist 
China by training Chinese naval 
oMicers and ratings on the British 
system, and providing China with 
severat warships.. (including a 
5,200 ton cruiser and sqme small- 
er naval: craft). aes 

To what purpose? A Corvette 
(formerly HMS Petunia, ‘renamed 
the Fu-Po whose offcers and men 
had received an intensjve training 
by the British Navy, and which 
was equipped with the Intest 
Radar apparatus, hod no sooner 
reached Hong Kong than her 
trained crew was replaced by a 
new and inexpericnced comple- 
Ment. She was sunk in a colli- 
sion, during a fog, a few weeks 
after delivery, with the loss of all 
on board—a clear proof that the

ton crulser Chungking (ex-HMS

No Co-operation 

The unco-opcrative attitude of 
Chinese official and private in- 
terests.to all attempts by Amerl- 
ed ond Britain to assist in roviv- 
ing post-war trade -has been 
shown by the refusal to permit 
forelgn vessels to lond or dis- 
charge at any Yangtze port 
(whlch would have materially 
Jowered the cost of Import, ex- 
port and rehabilitation cargoes) 
and, more recently, the outcry 
ngalnst the proposal that foreign 
shipping should be permitted to 
call at Wuchow. The monopoly 
enjoyed by Chinese shipping !n- 
terests has been expléited to such

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There is no compulsion to.make, 
use of the service: cach’ citizen 
can decide for himself whether 
or not he wishes. to join in; it 
he wishes ‘to pay for medical 
service privately either {n part 
or In. whole he may do so. He. 
can engage and -pay his family 
physician -.privately; he can pay 
for consullant services and pri- 
vate hospital care, No doctor 1s 
obliged to work in the serylce 
and any doctor who works under 
the scheme mny decide to carry 
on a privately paid practice as 
well as his publicly paid duties. 

Before this scheme came into 
operation the fear of illness, and 
of the financial burdens it im- 
pesed, were to many a source of 
frave anxicty..Now, in an nge of 
anxieties, at Icast a major onc: 
has been removed—the worry of! 
the overwhelming cost of sick-, 
ness in the family, 

tt was prohesied, before the 
scheme came inte operation, that’ 
doctors would be deluged by a. 
flood of hypochondrincs eager far! 
entertainment at the expense of 
the new free service. These dis- 
mal prophecies have not been 
fulniied; people have better 
things to do ijn thelr spare time 
than hanging’ around — hospitals 
nnd doctors’ surgeries, 

It fs true that the family 
physiclans are harder worked 
than ever, but that Is because 
the removal of® financial ob- 
stacles has. revealed much real 
need for the doctor's help whlch 
previously went unserviced. 
Overwork of the physician in 
crowded town areas Js probably 
Inevitable in the carly years of 
the scheme; it is an essential 
part of Britain’s health plan to 
train more doctors to mect the 
new demands and to encourage 
and assist them to settle where 
the necd is greatcat. 

A common. criticism of Britain's 

new health scheme has been Its 
timing. It fs sald that it has in- 
‘troduced In too great a hurry a 
whole series of reforms, at a 
moment of acute shortages over 
the whole medical fleld—short- 
nges of family physicinns and 
consultants and of nurses—and 
at a time of great difficulty in 
the nation’s economic life. Cer- 
tainly these shortage exist .and 
limit the possible speed of de 
velopment of the new facilities;

What is the truth about the 
uses of atomic energy in peace? 

What, just what, is going on 
behind the scenes in the re- 
search laboratories which may 
transform our lives far more 
drnstically than any Acts of 
Parliament or new, forms’: of 
Government? 

f have been secking the answer 
to this question at onc of our 
atomic research laboratories, I 
went to Birmingham University, 
where Professor M. LL, E. 
Oliphant and Professor R. FE. 
Peierls and their tenm of sclen- 
tists are carrying on researches 
which may transform our wiy 
of life In the space of 20 or pet- 
haps 15 yenrs, Here, as { saw it; 
is the ploin truth on the pros- 
pects of atomic energy. 

_ Apart from- the bomb and 
other atomic weapons resenrch 
is being developed intq three 
main channels: 1, Medielne; 2. 
Industry; 3, Agriculture. 


Medical Research 
Is Forging Further 
Ahead 


Perhaps the most) remarkable 
strides are belng made in medical 
research, The prospect of sensa- 
onal cures In such diseases as 
cancer js not so likely as the 
prospect of finding out exactly 
how the body functions and how 
disease may be prevented. 

This Js revolutionary, for it 
means that doctors in the future 
will be able to concentrate on 
keeping us free {rom disense 
rather than concentrating on 
curatlve surgery and the use of 
medicine. 


In o score of more Jaboratorics’ 


throughout {he country the 
“tracer” is at work. ‘This is. the 
device which Is daily teaching 
our doctors new things on the 
functions of the body, 


Radioactive 
Substances 
Are Already In. Use 


The “tracer” ts a by-product in 
the development of atomic 
energy. It is a radioactive sub- 
stwunce which can be induced into 
foods. Thereafter, by means of 
the f#eiger counter, the progress 
of the food and its use by warious 
parts of the body can be traced. 

In this way the exact func- 

tlons of the body may soon be 
known to medicat science 
within the space of two or 
three years. ° 
Therenpeutically—that is, us 
far as treatment of diseases Is 
concerned-—-radioactlve substanccs 
are already belng applied, in 
medical research. 

Radioactive lodine, for exam- 
ple,-can ~be -tsed --in -the~ treat- 
ment of the goitre. The radio- 
active substance can be traced In 
its course to the thyroid gland 
the function of the thyroid ob- 
served. Moreover the  radio- 
activity is in ftself beneficial in 
treating the goltre. 

In cancer cuses’ the use of 
atomic by-products whether 
radioactive or Inactive may prove 
more effective than present forms 
of treatment and less . uncom, 
fortable to the patient and less 
dangerous to the doctor or radio~ 
therapist, * 

But, Professor Oliphant 
streases, the treatment aspect 
of atomic by-products should 
not be emphaaised. * 

In the field of agriculture the 
“tracer” technique is also at 
work with the gelger counter 


following its processes in much 
the same way as the mine de- 
tector can trace. metal in the 
earth. J 

Plant life Is dependent on car- 
bon dioxide and sunlight and 
food sources from the carth, The 
great mystery that has for ever 
Puzrled man is how these no- 
tural resources are transiated by 
the splant into fibres, wood and 
juices, such as sugar,

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PROGRAMME MUSIC 
Those who ever trouble to read these 
weekiy rambling notes will recall prob- 
ably that I havo referred before to the 
destruction between “real” ( b: 
lute’) music and “programme” 
This latter type of composition is al- 
Jeged music which avowedly scts out to 
deplet a story or a scene, In the same 
way og the art of Dance (the Ballet) 
portrays in motion a story or legend. 


With Ballet Music, of course, the 
musician has an addod advantage in 
that his music is interpreted [In motion 
on the stage through the art of the 
choreographer. He is not therefore 
solely roattant on the quality of his 
“music and the plentitude of his ideas 
to put over the picture he has in mind, 


The choreographer, however, comes 
second in the picture in’ this instance, 
since he has to fit his ideas into frame- 
work of music already composed. I am 
no expert on ballet and am subject con- 
sequently to contradiction when I_make 
the statement that I believe the Dance 
is atways fitted to the music, never 
musie to the Dance. This appears to 
be logical since the Ballet surety can- 
not ‘be concelved first as a series of 
motlons to which music is fitted. The 
reverse must be the case, in the natural 
order of things. 

The age-old battle of “classics & 
jazz" {s no older, nor Is it more bitterly 
fought, than the battle beween the 
“Programme & Absolute” protagonists. 
There can be but little comparison be- 
tween these two, since in the. latter 
category, much of he world’s best 
music falts. 

I can imagine but Uttle “classical” 
musie fafling under the heading of 
“Jazz.” This Uatter word, I known, Is 
a littlo out-moded nowadays, but as an 
omnibus description intended to em- 
brace all dance and modern rhythmic 
music, It {s good enough. 

It fs true enough, however, that be- 
_tween the “Programme” and “Abso- 
lute” factions, fedlings run high, neither 
side being prepared to admit of much 
legitimacy in tho other's. views. Quite 
why there should be any split over this 
question, I have never been able pro- 
perly to determine.’

SATURDAY-OPERA 


At has been a noticeable and very 
welcome feature ‘of Saturday evening's 
roggrammeg to find on hour or so al- 
jotted to opera. Currently featured Is 
Verdi’s “Ik Trovatore,” which was the’ 
subject of a’ mere mention tn last 
week's notes. There is very little per- 
of ra. Those whose 
tastes therefore, Ho in this direction 
are ‘force constrained to rely on re-. 
cord! , of which, happily, there {s 
abundance in the various companics 
catalogues. 

Vord!’s carlicst attempts at opera 
woro written with the tradition of pre- 
decessors and the opera-going public tn 
mind. For many years, Italian opera- 
goers had made no benes about their 


_ attitude to operatic innovations, Full- 


flowing melody, herole singing and 
drama were what they pia for, and 
were equally, clear in thelr reactions to 
provide them with these ingredients. 

Verdi himself frahkly admits that his 
earlier works wete written with these 
considerations In mind, “Rigoletto” 
and “Trovatore” were written during 
this period of his life. In his later 
works, such as “Aida,” “Un Ballo in 
Maschera,” “OteHo” ond “Traviata” he 
had become sufficiently established to 
attempt a new operatic form. In these 
later operas, there is no doubt Verdi 
wag gropirig on the fringes a music- 
drama more than overa and at. times, 
his touch is almost Wagnerian In su 
port of this, I quote Lago’s .“Cred 
from “Otello.” which could almost be 
mistaken for a passage from “Lohen. 
grin” aot times. < 

Tho garbled plot of “Trovatore" is 
such o mess-pot of complications that 
I have never yet managed to unravel 
vory much of it! To my mind, how- 
ever, the story dozs not matter so 
much, since Verdl’s music~alied with 
the. action on the stage—speaks for it- 
self, 

“Trovatore’ contains many pages of 
unequalled and well-known music, and 
ig something akin to “Hamlet” in that
